THE HIGH SCHOOL. 

e*tarday when wo announced the clos- 
DK of the High School in this city wo 
so with a feeling of mncere wjrot. 
knowinjr theAii!"atRroii bocauso no nltor- 
notive"wa"s i^tH^ta. Had they doter- 
v .j >u oloso so important an establish- 
ment because of "dissatisfaction on the 
part of several paronts" .respecting if» 
management without, making everjr ln " 
quiry au to tho sourco of that ilissatisfac- 
fion, we should have deemed it our duty 
to reproaoh the Board for an unduo and 
hasty decision. But so far from this ho- 
ing tho case wo aro informed on the very 
best authority that for some time past tho 
oonduot of tho head master of tho school 
has boen such as to inour not only tho 
ridioulo of the pupils but tho contempt 
and censure of their parents. If all that we 
hear in connection with this griovanco bo 
true— and we have no roason to doubt tho 
greater portion of it— tho tutoring of i tho 
pupils has of late been in tho highest 
sense reprehensible. They have Uoon 
permitted to negleot tho usual routine j of 
preparing thoir studies at homo during 
the evening hours; havo frequently been 
suspended without tho oxorciao of discre- 
tion ; and have often been dealt with 
harshly when not deserving of suoh treat- 
ment. Theso and othor complaints of a 
muoh more serious naturo, whioh wo do 
not desire to bo compelled to dilate on, 
have for some time past formed tho com- 
mon topio not only amongst tho pupils 
themselves but amongst their paronts 
generally. When, theroforo, tho Board 
of Education received several letters from 
parents of children attending tho sohool, 
olloging that grievances existed and ask- 
ing that the conduct of the establishment 
might be inquired into, tho Superintend- 
ent of Education was very properly in- 
structed to hold an impartial and thorough 
investigation. The enquiry was hold and 
aftor hearing evidence pro and con tho de- 
oision was arrived at that thoro woro 
good grounds for tho complaints 
made, and that the assertions of 
the pupils and parents wore in 
the main but too true. This being tho 
oase, and as tho summer vacation would 
commence in tho ordinary course of af- 
fairs within *tho next throe weeks, it was 
deemed more expedient by tho Board of 
Education to temporarily close tho estab- 
t liahmont than to permit tho pupils for a 
single day longer to suffer from the bane- 
ful influence of bad example set by an of 
ficer whose conduct should have at once en- 
listed confidence and respect. It was not 
"the mere thoughtless stories of boys and 
girls probably smarting under well-merit- 
ed punishment," that induced tho Board of 
Education to order the investigation. Tho 
assertions whioh led to the enquiry were 
of suoh a nature that had the Board turn- 
ed a deaf ear to them they would havo 
proved recreant to their duty to tho pub- 
lic, and would havo been deserving of the 
severest censure. Alive, however, to the 
importance of tho trust held by thorn, 
immediately tho complaint* against tho 
conduct of the establishment assumed a 
tangible form, they adopted tho most im- 
partial method of ascertaining the truth, 
and with what result is already known. 
The force of example is perhaps greater 
in a high sohool than in schools attended 
by pupils not so far advanced in the var- 
ious branob.es of study, because the pupils 
of the former are for the most part of an 
age when thoir .minds bocomo moulded 
for good or bad, and the impression 
formed by pupils at that criticul ago _ is 
much harder to eradicate than tho im- 
pression created in the mind of a child of 
8 or 9 summers. It is, therefore, of the 
utmost importance that tho private or 
public conduct of thoso who havo in 
charge the pupils of tho high school 
should be boyond reproach and immedi- 
ately this fails to be the case it is far bet- 
ter and more thoroughly in _ the truo in- 
terests of education that tke'pupils of the 
establishment should be deprived of its 
privileges {or tho brief space of three 
weeks rather than that thoy should daily 
witness the consequences of theindisoreet 
indulgences of one of their tutors. It 
must also bo borne in niiud that although 
the high school has been temporarily 
closed, tho action of tho Board of Educa- 
tion is not productive of any serious in- 
convenience to tho pupils of tho estab- 
lishment, inasmuch as at their pleasure 
they can attend the public schools and by 
so doing refresh their memories in the 
several branches of study whioh do not 
come strictly within the routine at the 
high sohool. It is absurd to assort that 
"the great boon of education is not prop- 
erly appreoiatsd by tho parents of the 
children attending our public schools," 
because faots and figures give that state- 
ment a most emphatic and incontroverti- 
ble contradiction. If tho education grant 
annually voted by* our Legislature were 
not appreciated wo imagine that thoro 
would be no occasion to increaso it from 
year to year, nor would the attendance of 
pupils bo greater in 1878 than in any pre- 
vious year. The assertion is, theroforo, 
not only absurd but is an insult to tho 
intelligence of the community, because 
it conveys the inference that tho pooplo 
assent to a heavy money grant for some- 
thing they do not appreciate, or in other 
words do not approve of. Tho very fact 
that a number of parents mado complaints 
against the conduct of the high school 
shows that they have tho welfare of tho 
children at heart, but, whilst anxious to 
enjoy tho privileges afforded by our sys- 
tem of education, are not prepared to do 
so at the risk of having the morals of 
their children impaired by the force of 
example. It would seom then that the 
parents have exercised "a careful surveil- 
lance" over our public schools and that 
the Board of Education has acquitted it- 
self creditably by taking immediate cog- 
nizance of the complaints brought to their 
notice. To removo tho slightest impres- 
sion that the High School was closed 
other than, temporarily, or for an»y othor 
reaeonB than those assigned, it may be 
proper to state that every exertion will bo 
made to secure its re opening at tho ozpi- 
ration of the summer vacation on a much 
more efficient and satisfactory basis than 
that which has hitherto characterized the 
establishment.

A BYLAW 

t o enable tho Corporation of the City 
of Victoria to raise tho sum of 
$20,000 for the purposes therein 
set forth. 

WHEREAS the Municipal Counoi] of 
the Corporation of the City of Victoria 
has resolved to raise the sura of Twenty 
Thousand Dollars to pay off certain out- 
standing liabilities of the said Council. 

Aud whereas it will require the sum of 
§2012 to be raised annually by special 
rato for the payment of the said dobt and 
interest as is hereinafter mentioned. 

And whereas the amount of the whole 
rateable property of the said Corporation 
of the City of Victoria according to the 
last revised Assessment Eoll beiDgforthe 
year 1878 was §2,494,500, irrespective of 
any future increaso of the rateable proper- 
ty of the Municipality and of any income 
in tho nature of tolls, interest or dividends 
from tho work, and also irrespective of 
any income from tho temporary invest- 
ments of tho sinking fund or of any part 
thereof. 

And whereas for paying tho interest 
and creating an equal yearly sinking fund 
for payiug tho said principal sum of $20,- 
000 aud interest us hereinafter mentioned 
it will requiro an equal annual spooial 
rate of one-tenth of ono per oent. on tho 
dollar. 

Be it theroforo enaoted by the Mayor 
and Council of tho Corporation of the 
City ot Victoria. 

1. That it shall bo lawful for tho Mayor 
of tho City to raise by way of loan from 
any person or persons, body or bodies 
corporate who may bo willing to advance 
tho snmo upon tho crodit of tho deben- 
tures hereinafter mentioned a sum of 
monoy not oscoeding iu tho whole the 
sum of twenty thousand dollars (§20,000) , 
and caus6 tho Baine to bo paid into the 
hands of tho Treasurer of tho said Corpo 
ration for tho purpose and with tho object 
abovo*reoited, 

2. That it shall be lawful for tho said 
Mayor to cause any number of debentures 
to bo made for such sums of money as may 
bo required not less than ono hundred 
dollars oaoh (8100) eaoh and that tho said 
debentures shall bo sealed with the seal 
of tho said Corporation of tho City of 
Viotoria and bo signed by tho said Mayor 

3. That tho said debentures Bhall he 
made payable in twenty years at furthest 
from tho day horoinafter mentioned for 
this Bylaw to take effeot at the oflioo of tho 
Trousuror of the Corporation of tho said 
City of Viotoria, and shall have attaohed 
to thorn cupons for tho paymont of tho 
intorest. 

4. That tho said debentures shall bear 
intorest ut and after tho rate of seven per 
oent. por annum from tho date thereof, 
whioh interest shall bo payable halfryearly 
at tho office of tho Treasurer- of tho Muni- 
cipality. 

5. That 'for the purpose of forming a 
sinking fund for tho payment of tho said 
tlebonturos and tho interest at tho rate 
aforesaid to booomo due thereon, an equal 
speoial rate of one-tenth of one cont on 
tho dollar shall in addition to all other 
rates bo raised, levied and collected in 
eaoh year upon all rateable property in 
the said Municipality during the contin- 
uanco of tho said debentures or any of 
thorn. 

G. Clauso two of the Viotoria Revenue 
By-Law, 1870, ua amended by tho "Water 
Works Dobenturo uud Revenue By-Law 
Amendment By-Law, 1877," is hereby 
further amended by striking out the words 
"nino-tenths" and substituting tho words 
"eight-tenths." 

7. It shall bo lawful for tho said Muni- 
cipal Council from timo to time to re- 
purchase any of tho Baid debentures and 
suoh debentures shall bo expressed as to 
ontitlo the said Counoil lo redeem and 
purchase the same on paying tho amount 
thereof and interest due thereon to the 
date of suoh purchase to tho holder or 
holdors thereof; and all debentures so re- 
purchased shall bo forthwith cancelled 
and destroyed and no re-issuo of deben- 
tures shall be mado in consequence of 
such ro-purchaso. 

8. That this By Law shall take effect 
and come into operation upon tho eleventh 
day of June, A. D. 1878.

A Nabrow Escape from a Horrible 
Death. — Ahout 5 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing one of tho mombers of Purliament 
eloot for-tho City and his wife were awak- 
ened by a strong smell of smoke, and on 
risiegfrom tho couch discovered tho win- 
dow-curtains and frame and cornices in a 
blaze. Tho timely application of water ex- 
tinguished the fire; but not before tho 
M.P.P. elect had his hands severely burn- 
ed and about $50 worth of damage had 
been done to the room and hangings. Tho 
oxplanatieu of the casualty is simplo en- 
ough. Alamp had boen left lighted bo- 
foro.a window which, tho night being 
worm, was loft open. Tho morning breeze 
swayed the ourtaics until they caught the 
light, and hence tho blaze. A few min- 
utes moro without discovery and tho city 
would have lost a monibor and a very 
energetic citizen. 

An Endless Quantity.— A Seattle pa- 
per says: "The Seattle Coal Company has 
so far dug out of its mine about 400,000 
tons of coal. Continuing on the present 
level they havo in tho mine beforo them 
not less than 1,000,000 tons, or a quantity 
sufficient to keep up mining and exports 
for six more years on as-largo a scale as 
conduotod during tho past two years or a 
thousand tons a day for the next threo 
years. After exhausting this level they 
can strike auothor lower down, and got 
out 500,000 toDS, and follow it with a 
third and so on for a century to como. 
The quantity of coal owned by tho Seattle 
Company amounts to more millions of 
tpns than tho roader would believe were 
wo to aanio it." 

Daily Mail to Victoria. — The Soattlo 
Jh'ibune is concorned over the probability 
of British Columbians being doprived of 
the mail soi-nce via the Souud boats with 
the close of tho current month. Puget 
Sound is to havo a daily mail service com- 
mencing on July 1st. Tho Tribune says: 
"Our British neighbors will have to con- 
ten themselves with three mails a month 
hereafter from San Francisco unless they 
quickly effect an arrangement with tho 
present or some other carrier for the con 
tinuance of tho Souud sorvico. This iB a 
leading matter with them, and one to 
which thoy should give immodiato atten- 
tion." 



Poboff in Trouble. — Tho Army and 
2favy Gazette says "Admiral Popoff is 
again in a moss. " This time it is riot' his 
circular 'stow pans' which are to blame, 
but a costly hydraulic dock which ho haB 
erected at Nicolaieff to lift them. The 
naval authorities have been engaged for 
years getting the dock in order, and now 
th»t T t is finished it is found to be two 
y/cak tp rajso tho. larger of tho oirpular 
jrqriplans — the ^Vice-Admiral Popoff.' 
The two Popofl'kas cost a million of mon- 
ey—the dock, nobody knows how much; 
but Russia is not a fraction the stronger 
by thorn, and tho admiral consequently is 
in disgrace,"

(Befors H. O. Courtnoy, Esq., P.M.) 



Thubsday, June 6. 
Johnny Massott, on remand, charged 
with being a suspioious character, was 
discharged. 

Charley Mohoy, on remand for sentence 
for Btealing a pair of boots from oho David 
Skinner, was sentenced to ono month's 
imprisonment -with hard labor. 

Jim, a Fort Raport Indian, charged 
with being drunk and disorderly, was 
sontene'ed to ono week's imprisonment on 
half allowance. 

Joe, a Hydah Indian, charged with be- 
ing a suspicious character. 

Officer Bloomfield stated that ho arrest- 
ed the prteonor from information received 
that he had been concorned in a drunken 
row among tome Indians at Nanaimo. 

Superintendent Bowden said he had 
since reoeived a warrant for tho prisoner's 
arrest on the charge of having supplied an 
Indian woman at Nauuimo with intoxicat- 
ing liquor with which sho got drunk and 
then hung horsolf. 

Wakus, an Indian, charged with bting 
drunk and disturbing tho peace, was 
ordered to find seourity iuthe sum of $10 
to bo of good behaviour for two months, 
in default ono month's imprisonment. 

Ah For, on remand, ohargod with con- 
spiring to defraud tho city out of §2 
revenue (road tax.) 

Mr. A. R. Robertson appearod for. tho 
prosecution and Mr. E. Harrison, jr., for 
tho defonoe. 

W. K. Ball laid tho following informa 
tion: That on tho 28th May, 1878, at the 
city of Yiotoria aforesaid Ah For, alias 
Tock Sin, then being linblo to pay tho 
sum of §2 as a road tax in tho municipality 
of Victoria for tho year 1878, did conspire, 
combine, confederate and ugreo with" ono 
Ah Wan falsely to pretend that tho said 
Ah Por had paid the said sum of §2 as a 
road tax and had obtaiuod a receipt there- 
for with intent to defraud tho eaid muni- 
cipality of the city of Victoria of the said 
sum of 82 duo and payablo by tho said 
Ah For as a road tax as aforesaid. 

In answer to Mr. Robortaon Mr. Bull 
fcaid he was collector of tho road tax; 
about 28th May applied to tho defendant 
for payment of the said tax; bo made no 
answer but produood a receipt of Ah 
Wan's road tax; tho receipt v.os left blank 
by witness, who gave it to SorgeantBloom- 
field; a Chinaman named Ah Wan had 
been summoned for nonpayment of road 
tax, and the said blank receipt was for 
him; was present in Court when an ordor 
was mado against tho said Ah Wan; Ah 
Wan had objeoted to paying tho tax, also 
to giving his name and ho said ho was 
under age; never collected the road tax 
from tho defendant. 

In answer to Mr. Harrison— Did not 
know what was written on tho card pro- 
duced with Chineso characters on it; it 
was supposed to be a card explaining to 
the Chinamen that thoy woro obliged to 
pay road tax; had only this once applied 
to the dofendant for his tax; Ah Wan had 
stated that he was only 17 years of ago 
and he had never paid the tax to witness 
personally. 

Sergeant Bloomfiold.boing sworn, testi- 
fied to having given tho receipt produced 
for §2 road tax to Ah Gin to give to Ah 
Wan, for whom tho receipt was mado out; 
had served a summons on Ah tVan per- 
sonally for nonpayment of this tax; identi- 
fied Ah Wan in court. 

This closed the case for the prosooution, 

Mr. Harrison then said that as a charge 
for conspiracy the prosecution had fallen 
through completely, for, first, conspiracy 
means a combination of two or more per- 
sons to do a certain act, and in this case 
the charge was entirely ogainst one man, 
no ono else being implioatod. It had not 
been shown that tho defendant in this 
case was obligod to pay tho tax for he 
may not have been hero during tho month 
of April. Ho contendod therefore that 
the charge had fallen through and that 
his client should bo discharged. . 

Mr. Robertson, on tho other hand, con- 
tendod that the information was properly 
and legally drawn up. As far a conspiracy 
being a combination of two or moro per- 
sons that was' very true, but it was not 
necessary to produco all the conspirators 
in a case» Here it had been shown that 
a receipt had been handed to one Ah Gin, 
made out in the name of Ah Wan, for Ah 
Giu to hand to Ah Wan. Whon Mr. 
Bull went to collect tho tax from Ah For 
he was handed Ah Wan's' receipt without 
any word of explanation, but clearly to 
ondeavor to persuade^ Mr. Bull that ho 
had paid his tax. Ho" thought this was 
quite sufficient to justify his Honor in 
sending the case for trial. 

His Honor said ho felt convinced that 
there had been a conspiracy, but he asked 
the counsel whether they thought it 
worth while to put the country to a largo 
expense by sending tho case for trial? As 
the charge amounted to a misdemeanor 
by consent it could even now bo settled 
without going beyond the present court. 

The case was then adjourned for three 
days to allow the counsel to consider 
the matter. . ■ "

The New Indian War. 



The Bannock Indians are really on the 
war-path. A force of 70 regular troops is 
following tho hostiles, but it is considered 
too weak to oheck the outbreak. Tho pro 
tended grievance of tho Indiana ie that 
tho Big Camas Prairie, which they havo 
visited every summer from time immem- 
orial, is being occupied by whites with 
thoir herds of horses, cattle and hogs, 
which trample and root out the canias, 
destroying ono of thoir main resources of 
food; but tho fact is thoy have beon pre- 
paring to go on tho war-path since last 
summer, and havo chosen this locality for 
tho baso of thoir operations. 

The wounded man Geo. Nesby was tab 
en to Rattlosnake from Hortor's. His 
case is thought to bo hopeless. Lu Kens 
ler received a glancing shot on the head 
whioh toro the sculp but inflicted no ser- 
ious wound. Tho ball which struck his 
head glanced and struck his horse, whioh 
was near. Tho noble steed, thongh mor- 
tally wounded, carried both men ton 
miles, where one of them procured an- 
other horso, tho othor wounded man rid- 
ing tho horso tho remaining ten miles to 
Dixie station. Aftor reaohing the station 
the horso died. 

It is estimated that there aro 300 Indi- 
ans in tho lava bods. 

Boise City, Juno 2. — The city is welf 
armed. A mass meeting of tho oitizens of 
this city has just beon held at the court 
houso to devise means to render assis- 
tance to the sottlors along tho overland 
road. .The meeting was well attended, 
Chief Justice Hollister and all tho loading 
citizens being present. Sevoral speoohes 
woro mado, and tho conduct of Governor 
Brayuian condemned in the strongest 
terms. Fifty men enrolled themselves to 
go to tho roliof of tho settlers, but with 
tho express understanding they would bo 
subject to no ordora from tho governor of 
Idaho. 

Bannock warriors on Friday last robbed 
Kiug Hill stago station on tho ovorland 
road, 70 milos from Boise City, and drove 
off tho stago stook, 8 horses. Tho ostler, 
Mr. Packard, saw tho Indians coming and 
escaped to tho hilla. 

After getting all they wanted at King 
Hill tho ludiana croasod Snake river at 
Glenn's Forry and cantured two largo 
freight teams on tho othor side. Ono of 
tho teams was loaded with grocories and 
provisions for D. Levi, of this city. Tho 
othor team had a considerable amount of 
powder, revolvers and cartridges for 
Coffin ct Konneally, hardware merchants, 
and Buffalo Horn aud his warriors took 
this ammunition without an executive 
ordor. Tho Indians loaded thoir horses 
from tho freight wagons and out the ferry 
boat loose. Tho teamsters havo not been 
heard from, audit is not known whether 
thoy aro killed or not. There aro a great 
many teams on the road, and tho Indians 
can got all tho provisions they want. 

Puget Sound, 

This year there was not a liquor •license 
issued in Chillam county, and the Good 
Templars' organization atDungenesa is in 
a flourishing oondition. 

The Bollingham Bay coal having beon 
foroed out of the market by tho superior 
quality of tho other coal shipped from the 
Sound.tho minos have shut down and the' 
company havo quit work permanently. 
Everything belonging} to them that could 
possibly pay tho coat of shipping is being 
shipped to San Franoisco, and in the course 
of a month there will not be a relic of the 
company loft there, except the "hole in 
tho ground." Tho Mall is to be moved to 
La Connor, tho flourishing commercial 
contor of tho Swinomish region. 

Tho Intelligencer loams that a terrible 
double murder was committed laBt week 
at Hood's canal, a few miles from Gamble. 
Tho bodies of two Indian women wore 
found dn tho boaoh, one of them with no 
marks of injuries on her, while tho othor 
was badly bruised about the head. Six 
men wrio woro known to have been in thoir 
company woro arrested on suspioion; bnt 
tho ovidenco was hot considered snflloiont 
to hold them. Two of them, named re- 
spectively West and Flaherty, who con- 
fessed to having givon tho women whisky, 
were held on that charge to await the ac- 
tion of the grand jury. Whisky was at 
tho bottom of tho whole busiues. 

The sale of the Jamieson jewelry and 
music stock did not oomo off. The credi- 
tors dotormined, as a moro certain means 
of getting back their money, to repack the 
goods und send them back to San Fran- 
cisco for salo there. 

Capt. Evans, of tho British ship City of 
Halifax, was fined 81,800 in Portland last 
week for bringing from China thirty-odd 
Chinamen moro than the law gave his ves- 
sel tho right to bring. He pleaded 
guilty. 

Dangerous Joke. — A mischevious boy 
yesterday afternoon sprinkled a rose 
plentifully with cayenne pepper and thon 
coaxing a poor littlo girl to smell it dash- 
ed it in her face, sending tbo pepper there- 
by into her eyes, temporarily blinding 
hor. This young scamp and others who 
play such jokes ought to have a ohance 
afforded them by somo one to see if there 
is any fun in a good horsewhip. 

Some Mushroom. — Frank Campbell 
had on exhibition yesterday threo mon- 
ster rniiBhroams, tho largest of whioh 
measured somo 9 inches in diameter. Thoy 
were raised on a "hot-bed of corruption" 
ut Esquimalt and wore mistaken by a 
number of spectators for s.uns'ha'dos or 
Panama hats. 

— Telegraphic in- 
formation from Cariboo is to the effect 
that tho first loads of B. C. Company's 
machinory have reached the mine.

CALIFORNIA 
San Francisco, June 3. — Tho pe- 
tition of Mary Francis Sherwood 
Hopkins for letters of administration 
on the estate of her late hubsand.Mark 
HopkinB.sets forth that tho value of the 
property belonging to tho estate, so 
far as is know to applicant, consisting 
of lands and doinestio animals, house- 
hold furniture, bonds and mortages, 
and stocks of various -railroads and 
other incorporations, is or the aggre- 
gate value of $10,000, OOO.all of which 
was acquired by deceased after bis 
marriage. , Tho next of kin of de- 
ceased is the petitioner, 50 years of 
age, rosiding in San Francisco; Samuel 
Frederick Hopkins, brother of de- 
ceased, 75 years of age residing at St. 
Clair, Michigan, and Moses Hopkins, 
brother of deceased, GO years of age, 
residing in Sutter county. California. 
The matter-of the application for letters 
came up for hearing yostorday afternoon 
and considerable difficulty was experi- 
enced in reference to the amount of 
bonds required. Two bondsmen were 
required by law who .must qualify in 
twice the value of tho estate or $20,- 
000,000 oach. 

Leland Stanford and Charles 
Crocker testified that in thoir opinion, 
outside of railroad interests, the value 
of the estate was $5,000,000. The 
difficulty of requiring such enormous 
bonds was obviated by depositing in 
tho Bank of California all the bonds 
of tho Central Pacific, Southern Pacific 
and California Pacific railroads, a re- 
ceipt been taken therefor. The 
administratrix' bond was then exeouted for 
the remaining property, with Stanford and 
Crocker as securities, each qualifying in 
tho sum of 810,000,000. Ab deceased died 
without leaving a will, tbo widow takes 
threo-quartora of all tho property and the 
two brothers ono-eighth each. 

John Gammago was beforo the polioe 
court to day for examination upon a 
oharge of assault to murder A. J. Lebret- 
ton. The accused waivod an examination 
and was hold to answer iu the sum of 
$6,000.

EUROPE. 

London, Jnno 3.— Tho Times prints a 
diagram giving the first iutolligible ex- 
planation of tho ironclad disastor. It 
shows that the Grosson Kurfurst and Koo- 
nig Wilbolni were stoaming along paral- 
lel lines close togother. The Wilhelm 
was on the loft hand, or to seaward, and 
slightly ahead, with two merchantmen 
standing across thoir course from right to 
loft. Both ironclads ported their helms 
and passed astorn of tho merohantnjen. 
The order was then signalled to starboard 
holm, which the Grossor Kurfurst obey-: 
ed", resuming her formpr course.whilo the 
Koenig Wilhelm continued to- port her 
holm- This brought the vessels direotly 
in contact. 

Berlin, Juno 3.— Dr. Noboling cannot 
recover from tho injurios ho inflicted on 
himself at the time of hia arrest. He said 
he bad accomplices in the crimo. 

Doctor Noboling is neither a sooialist 
nor ultramontane, but is a protestant of 
good family and position and fair means.

THE "MAN-EATER" SHOT. 



A Stallion that has Killed three Men and 
Disfigured Twenty Others. 

Middleton, N.Y., May 5,— The Ham- 
bletonian stallion Risingham, one of the 
finoBt breed horses in Orange County,has 
been killed by his owner, Dr. J.A.Schultz 
of thia place. This horse was twonty-ono 
years old. An offer of &000 was onco re- 
fused for him. At two years of age he 
was considered tho coming successor of 
Old Hambletonian, his sire. Nineteen 
years ago, however, he began to exhibit 
signs of viciousness that increased a3 he 
grow older. Finally he become almost 
entirely unmanageable, and since thon he 
has beon known as tho "man-eater." He 
had killed threo men, and wounded, crip- 
pled and disfigured twenty others. For 
fourteen years no one dared to put him to 
a wagon until a short time ago, Dr. 
Schultz, who had owned him but a Bhovt 
timo, with the aid of several men, got him 
in harness and to a wagon, and tried to 
drive him. It was a dear experiment. Tho 
stallion broke everything to pieces, and 
the doctor was hirnsolf saved by tho mer- 
est ohanoo. Many of tho leading hor6o- 
trainers. of tho country had tried their 
skill at subduing him. Ho conquered 
thorn all, and nearly killed ono of them. 
Ono of his latest exploita was tho seizing 
of a negro groom who hod undertaken to 
keep him, tearing off tho man's right 
cheek and destroying tho eye, and strip- 
ping the flesh from, hie right arm. The 
groom became blind and paralyzed. The 
three men who preceded the neerra as 
grooms all narrowly escaped with their 
lives. One lost an oar, another bad threo 
fingers and a thumb taken off, tho third 
left his arm from tho elbow in the jaws of 
tl\o horse, It beoamo impossible to get a 
groom for the stallion. No one knew at 
what moment tho brute would attaok. Dr. 
Sohultz at last made up his mind that 
Risingham was chronically insane, and 
concluded to kill him before he claiuiod 
another victim. 

As Risingham stood in hia stall, glar- 
ing over tho manger at tho spectators who 
had entered the stable to soo the man- 
eater die, five largo pistol balls wero shot, 
into his head, directly between his oyea. 
Thoy failed to bring him down, and, ut- 
tering the fioipeBt of neighB.he made fran- 
tic efforts to get over the manger among 
the bvatandera. As a man drew tho at- 
tention of tho horso away, Dr. Schultz,by 
a skilful thrust of a long knifo, severed 
his jugular vein, and tbo blood spurted 
out in a largo stroam. For a long timo 
Risingham stood up under tho great flow 
of blood, relaxing uo effort to get at tho 
man. At length he settled to, the floor, 
but IjQ tho last maintained bis fierce dis- 
position. The l^st movement he made 
waa to attempt to seizo Dr. Schultz with 
his teeth, the doctor having gone into the 
stall. H ors emen say that but for tho 
temper of this horse he would have beon 
Worth S3.O,Q0Q. Hia skeleton is to be Bet 
u,p in Dr. Sohultz's office.
